Polish Government’s Solemn 
Pledge 


A MOMENTOUS OCCASION 


[From a Correspondent} 


Speaking in the name of the Polish Government on 
Sunday, M. Stanczyk, the Minister of Social Welfare, gave 
the Government's guarantee—this is the first time it has 
been officially given in definite terms—that in. the future 
Poland, “ Jews will be equal in their obligations and rights 
with the Polish population. They will be able to develop 
their. culture, religion, and customs.” 

M. Stanczyk, well known as a champion of toleration, was 
addressing the Academy of Polish Jews at Woburn House, 
W.C.,. ahd among those at this (despite the raids) crowded 
meeting who heard him give his memorable Government 
pledge were four other Cabinet Ministers, including M. 
Stronski (Minister of Information) and M. Zaleski, the 
Foreign Minister. The President of the Republic and 
General Sikorski, the Premier, sent official representatives. 
M. Mikolajczyk, the Speaker of the Polish National Council, 
was another distinguished visitor. Dr. 1. Schwarzbart, the 
Jewish representative on the National Council, presided. 
The various Jewish speakers included Messrs. Aronson, 
Laks, and J. Cang, who stressed the deep attachment of 
Polish Jewry to their country, and their determination to 
take their part in Poland's fight for freedom. 


United Against Barbarism 


Opening his speech, M. Stanczyk made it quite clear that his 
declaration was official. “I have the honour to speak to you 
on behalf of the Polish.Government,” he began. “ There is no 
doubt that all of us, irrespective of nationality, creed, political 
and social convictions, have at this moment one sole desire, 
to smash the enemies who have invaded our country, destroyed 
not only liberty but also the well-being of its citizens and are 
oppressing them im a barbaric way... . 

* All of us have carried away from Poland the picture of 
burning towns and villages, murdered children, women, and 
old people. All of us have before the eyes of our soul Poland 
in her martyrdom, the nation persecuted in all its social and 
religious classes. The symbol of the hate of the invader towards 
Poland and her citizens are the badges of shame with which 
both Poles and Jews are being marked in order to be humiliated. 
For us these badges are honourable distinctions. They bear 
evidence that we are fighting and suffering for common ideals, 
which are and will remain the highest in the hearts and minds 
of humanity. 

“There is no longer any doubt,” he went on, “ that this 
terrible war -came about as a result of totalitarianism, with its 
barbaric doctrine of national and racial hatred. And as long 
as those who profess this barbaric doctrine are not smashed, 
so long will humazity not enjoy peace, and the oppressed 
nations will not be redeemed. Fighting this doctrine and its 
followers we are fighting not only for the liberation of our 
own. country, but also for freedom of all oppressed people 
and nations. 


Anti-Semitism Attacked 


“ At this solemn hour,” said M. Stanczyk, “ I do not want to 
omit the fact that there were also in Poland men who let them- 
selves be carried away by these totalitarian ideas, racism, and 
anti-Semitism. But [ also want to emphasise with pride that 
these ideas have never become the ideals of the Polish people; 
they have always been strange to its soul and mind. The present 
Government, in accordance with the spirit of the nation and its 
declarations already given, opposes these ideas. The Polish 
nation has remained faithful to its wonderful tradition. of liberty. 

“I do not know how long this war is going to last, but I do 
know that we shall have to pass a Jong period of hard trials, 
that our nation in Poland will go through even more terrible 
persecutions. But we shall survive this path of suffering and 
our unhappy nation ‘will emerge unbroken in its fight for 
liberation. The enemy will be smashed and Poland will be free. 

“ The President of the Republic and the Prime Minister and 
Commander-in-Chief have in many declarations expressed the 
ideas which we are fighting for to liberate our country and 
according to which we will order our political and social life 
in a free and liberated Poland. I wish to assure you once again, 
on behalf of the Polish Government, that nothing will séduce 
us from the democratic principles securing for every citizen 
in a future Poland os political and social rights.” M. 

czyk then gave his historic pledge of Jewish rights. 

“ Polish Jewish citizens fighting side by side with their Polish 
comrades,” he concluded, “ are by that action, too, earning the 
undeniable right of peaceful work, well-being, and happiness in 
the liberated Fatherland.”

GREECE’S RESISTANCE 
Italian Jew-Baiters Enraged 


REFUGEES JOIN GREEK 
ARMY 


Fascist agitators in Italy are trying to explain away the 
Greek resistance to the Axis onslaught as the result of 
“Jewish bribery and British intrigue.” Jewish refugees in 
Greece are particularly blamed tor having given Greece 
a false impression of the strength of the Axis Powers. The 
Fascists complain bitterly that many Jewish refugees have 
volunteered to join the Greek Army and that the Greek 
Government has accepted their offer. 

Fifth Columnists in Greece—many have already been 
rounded up-—have been circulating leaflets repeating the 
Fascist lies. 

Greek Jews are already suffering the effects of the Italian 
invasion. Apart from the raids on Salonika, which has a 
large Jewish population, the town of Janina, in the pro- 
vince of Epirus, Western Greece, has been one of the 
main Italian objectives. There are many Jews living in 
the town, and also in Corfu, the much-coveted island off 
This region is bearing the brunt of the 
attack; and when the Jewish quarter of Corfu was bombed 
this week there were many casualties. 


Representatives of the Jewish Agency and the Vaad 
Leumi (Jewish National Council) have visited.the Greek 
Consul in Jerusalem and expressed the sympathy of the 
Yishuv with the Greek nation’s struggle against unprovoked 
attack. 

Jews of Greek origin in Palestine number approximately 
20,000, of whom 5,000 are still citizens of Greece. 


TANGIER IN FRANCO’S HANDS 
Threat to 15,000 Jews 


The Spanish seizure of Tangier, North Africa, and the 
ending of international rule there, will mean a new threat 
to the 15,000 local Jews. Hitherto these Jews have enjoyed 
a measure of freedom, and were represented on the Legis- 
lative -Assembly. 

Recently a sharp attack on Jewish refugees in Tangier 
was broadcast by the Falangist wireless station at Vallado- 
lid, in Spain. The broadcast described them as “ Anglophile 
and Francophile offscourings,” and regretted that Hitler 
had not “exterminated the lot.” 

In Spain itself, anti-Jewish measures are forecast as an 
outcome of the meetings between Hitler and Franco. A 
Rome broadcast in Spanish told listeners that the Jews 
“are responsible for the most terrible war the world has 
ever seen.” 


JEWISH SOLDIERS IN ICELAND 


Observing the Festivals in the Arctic 
Circle 


‘From a letter sent to friends in this country by a Jewish 


N.C.O. stationed in Iceland, it is learned that Jewish 
Festival services have been held in that famous Arctic 
island, now garrisoned by British troops. The N.C.O 


himself conducted the services, and he writes: 

“ We managed to get the use of the local Good Templars 
Hall for services, and in addition to ourselves there were about 
eight or ten Austrian and German refugees present. On Erev 
Yom Kippur we were addressed by the Senior Chaplain to 
the Forces in Iceland, who also gave us some assistance in 
the way of notification in Orders and the actual procuring o 
accommodation. 

* After the Fast, we had a communal meal in a private room 
at a hotel, and amongst ‘a number of people who made short 


speeches, we had a quite prominent Icelander present, who 


made some very charming remarks, especially with reference 
to the occasion of the first Jewish service in this country.

PALESTINE IMMIGRATION 
Unavailing Certificates 


Mea. Geornce Hatt, Under-Secretary for the Colonies, 
answering Mra. Davin Apams (Lab., Consett), gave figures of 
Jewish immigration to Palestine as follows: 

“5,265 certificates were issued to Jewish immigrants for the 
period April-September, 1940. It is estimated that, including 
wives and children, these certificates would permit the entry 
of about 8,700 persons in all. The. number of Jewish immi- 
grants who actually entered Palestine during the same period 
was 1,725. The 5,265 certificates were distributed among ™% 
countries. The major issues were: United Kingdom 1,400. 
Rumania 936, Lithuania 772, Hungary 610, Italy 326, Switzer- 
land 242, Latvia 221, Yugoslavia 186. France 126. The validity 
of all immigration certificates granted for the period April- 
September has been extended to December 31.” 

r, Adams asked if it was intended to increase the quota 
during the ensuing six months; and Mr. Mander inquired how 
many in the period came in without permission: but Mr. Hall 
could not say. 


ILLEGAL” IMMIGRANTS 


Colonel Wedgwood asked in the House whether the Secre- 
tary of State would now set free from Sarafand and Athlit 
camps the refugees from Central Europe who were able to 
get iliegally into Palestine: and how many such there still are. 
particularly men able to fight. 

Mr. G. H. Hall replied: 356 illegal immigrants are detained 
at Athiit, and they are not yet due for release. A number of 
them are between the ages of 18 and 45 but they are of undeter- 
mined nationality and the military authorities consider thei: 
enlistment undesirable at the present time. 


NEW FACTORIES 


Mr. G. H. Hall, Under-Secretary for the Colonies, said in 
answer to a question by Colonel Wedgwood: 

Several new factories have been started in Palestine since the 
beginning of the war. Most of them are small, and they 
include the branches of industry: foodstuffs 
textile and clothing (including a spinning mill for cotton, 
cotton waste, and wool): metal and machinery 4 (including a 
steel works making malleable tool steel and tools): leather 1; 
medical supplies 3; chemicals 2: and miscellancous 5, These 
factories have been started by private enterprise and are not 
financed by Government loans. 


PAN-ARABIC UNION 


Mr. R. A. Burter, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in- 
formed Mr. Mander that no promises had been made to the 
countries interested with reference to the formation after the 
war of a free Pan-Arabic Union. It was, however, he said, “ a 
very interesting and important proposal.” 


85 PER CENT. IN THE ISLE OF MAN 


The Home Secretary told the House that 85 per cent. of 
the internees are at present in camps in the Isle of Man. and 
that steps are being taken to provide for their well-being during 
the winter. 


JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


Wartime Working 
AIDING AIR-RAID VICTIMS 


Owing to the difficulty of holding meetings in present 
circumstances, a War Emergency Committee (as recently 
reported in this paper) has been constituted at the Jewish 
Board of Guardians in London, and it meets fortnightly. 
This Committee is composed of Messrs. Lionel L. Cohen, 
K.C. (President), Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E. (Hon. Secre- 
tary), A. J. Makower (Vice-President), and Miss H. M. 
Schiesinger (Chairman, Health and Convalescence 
Committee), 

The Board is represented on the Committee set up by the 
Deputies to deal with problems arising out of air raids. The 
President and Secretary made a tour of several East End Rest 
Centres. to see how the Board could best help. 

The following are extracts of a communiqué issued from the 
Board by Mr. Maurice Benjamin, the Secretary : 

The offices of the Board are open from 9.15 a.m. until 
4.30 p.m, 

The Committee have agreed to place the services of two 
senior officials of the Board temporarily at the disposal of the 
United Synagogue to assist in establishing Rest Centres and 
looking after the needs of homeless victims of air taids. In 
this connection the Board has transferred to the United Syna- 
gogue a gift of the entire contents of a large house. 

t the suggestion of Miss Schlesinger, who is on the Com- 
mittee of the Achei Brith Convalescent Home at Etchingham, 
now being used as a hostel for old persons, the Board have 
agreed to help without charge in the selection and assessment 
of cases. 

The Board will act as a sorting and distributing agency 
for clothing. 

Furniture and equipment from the Samuel and Myer Home 
have been lent indefinitely to the United Synagogue for hostels 
for homeless victims of the air raids. (The Home has itself 


but the boys had been evacuated when war 
broke out. ¢ 

The Moses and Solomon Almshouses have also been damaged, 
but temporary repairs have been carried out. Only six of the 
24 almspeople remain in the building.

Obituary 


MRS. A. J. FREIMAN 


President of Canadian Hadassah 


The death has taken place in Montreal. after a long ill- 
ness, Of Mrs. Archibald J. Freiman, President of the 
Canadian Hadassah and well-known worker in Jewish and 
non-sectarian causes in the Dominion. 

Lillian Freiman was born 55 years ago at Mattawa, 
Ontario, the daughter of the late Moses Bilsky, Ottawa's 
first Jewish settler. She had a long career of service to 
those in need, which was recognised by King George V, 
who, im 1934, conferred on her the O.B.E. the 
Canadian Hadassah, the largest Jewish organisation in the 
country, owed much of its success to its National Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Freiman. In Ottawa she was President for 
many years of the Hebrew Benevolent Society... the Ottawa 
Day Nursery, the Perley Home for Incurables, and the 
Girl Guides’ Association. She took a great interest in the 
welfare of war veterans, and did more to further the suc- 
cess of Poppy Day in Canada than perhaps any one. She 
was given the rare distinction of life membership of the 
Canadian Legion—the first woman to be so honoured. 

After the last war, Mrs. Freiman was the prime mover 
in the Helping Hand Campaign, which collected £17,000 
and sent £40,000 worth of clothes to Palestine. In 1920, 


‘she toured Canada on behalf of hundreds of Jewish 


orphans stranded in the Ukraine, and subsequently went 
to Europe and brought over 150 of them and placed them 
in Canadian homes. 

On her SOth birthday a cheque for £53,000 was raised 

in Mrs. Freiman’s honour, and she devoted it to Canadian 
Hadassah enterprises in Palestine. A remarkable tribute 
paid to her on her 54th birthday in June last year was 
the playing of half an hour's Jewish music, beginning and 
ending with “ Hatikvah,” on the Carillon in the Peace 
Tower of the Dominion Parliament, Ottawa. 
' Mrs. Freiman was married to Mr. Archibald Jacob Fret- 
man. a leading Ottawa merchant, President of the Zionist 
Organisation of Canada, and prominent in many spheres 
of communal activity. There are three daughters and one 
son, who live in Ottawa. 


HEER NEHEMIA DE LIEME 
Pioneer Dutch Zionist 


A pioneer worker in the Zionist cause has departed by 
the death in The Hague (reported from Jerusalem) of Den 
Heer Nehemia de Lieme. The deceased was one of the 
small band of prominent Jews on the Continent who rallied 
to Herzi’s call, and he remained a staunch Herzlian Zionist 
to the end. 

Few men in Holland did more to arouse the Jewish 
consciousness of his coreligionists than De Lieme—often 
in face of much opposition from the religious heads of 
Dutch Jewry, who openly arrayed themselves against the 
ideals of Zionism. He was one of the founders and Presi- 
dents of the Netherlands Zionist Federation, was an hon. 
official of the Keren Hayesod, and was closely associated 
with other departments of Zionist work. 


MRS. ISAAC AARONS 


Communal Services to West Ham 


The death, which occurred at Maidenhead on Simchat 
Torah, of Mrs. Isaac Aarons, widow of the Rev. Isaac 
Aarons, removes one who gave the Community many 
years of devoted service both in collaboration with her 
husband and independently. 

Born at Merthyr Tydfil, South Wales, Nell Aarons was 
the third daughter of the late Moses Goodman, a founder, and 
President for over 30 years, of the Merthyr Tydfil Congrega- 
tion. She married the Rev. Isaac Aarons, then Minister of 
the Congregation, in 1907, and played a prominent part in 
local social and communal activities. On Mr. Aarons’s appoint- 
ment to West Ham Synagogue in 1914, she brought to London 
all her enthusiasm, founding immediately the West Ham Jewish 
Ladies’ Social and Benevolent Society, of which she remained 
Hon. Secretary until her death. She assisted in collections for 
many charitable causes, including the London Jewish Hospital, 
and particularly Queen Mary's Hospital, which elected her a 
Life Governor. She was Vice-President of the Ladies’ Linen 
League, and a voluntary Lady Visitor to the local hospitals 
and institutions under the auspices of the United Synagogue 
Visitation Committee. 

On their Silver Wedding in 1932, presentations were made 
to Mr. and Mrs. Aarons by the West Ham Synagogue and

FLIGHT-LIEUT. W. V. EMANUEL 
Traveller and Naval Expert 


An adventurous career ended with the death last week, 
as._a result of enemy action, of Flight Lieutenant William 
Vernon Emanuel, at the age of 26. 

He was born in Cambridge, the youngest child of Mr. A, L. 
Emanuel, LC.S., and Ray the daughter of Mr. Alfred I. 
Haldinstein, J.P., Sheriff of Norwich. He was educated 
at Rugby and at Oxford. In 1935 he took a First Class in 
“ Greats,” and in 1936 a Second Class in Honours School of 
History. He subsequently became the naval expert for the 
SPECTATOR. 

In 1936 Mr. Emanuel went with an expedition to Persia 
and published an account of his travels in a book entitled “The 
Wild Asses.” Later he went out with the Evert Berger Expedi- 
tion to the Oxus Valley to study Gracco-Buddhist remains, 
returning via India through the Khyber Pass.

THE SAINTLINESS OF HERBERT LOEWE 


Dr. Redcliffe Salaman’s Tribute 


Dr. ReEocLivre N. SALAMAN, F.R.S., writes: 

In common with many of Herbert Loewe's oldest friends, I 
rejoiced to read. the appreciations which some of his younger 
colleagues have written if honour of their ola friend. and 
teacher. These throw far more light on Locwe than the dreary 
list of academic honours and publications which masqueraded 
as an obituary. 

Or course, Loewe was both a first-rate scholar and a human- 
ist: Only the stupid and the jealous ever questioned it, natur- 
ally puzzied as they were by that something about him 
which they could not appreciate... No one who knew Loewe 
even slightly could fail to recognise in him the Chevalier sans 
peur et sans seproche, but those who penetrated beneath his 
armour of scholarship, courtesy, and humour realised in him 
that rarest of all creatures, the Saint, 

Deeply religious he certainly was, but religion did not con- 
stitute his sainthood: it was something far less selfish and far 
more dynamic. Loewe was a sint because throughout his 
life every act was based on an unshakable belief in the equality 
of all men and the ultimate triumph of justice. Thus inspired, 
he joyously laboured, spending himself. without thought or 
stint for Jew and Gentile alike. 

Thirty years ago the following lines, which Tt abstract 
from a poem entitled “‘ A Saint,” were written of Loewe by 
one who, even then had long realised his intrinsic saintliness: 

A head like the head of Savonarola, clear on a back- 
ground of gold, 

Calmed with the ages and haloed like faces enshrined 
in heavens of old: : 

The face of a saint of the pictured dreams, eternal in 
glorious guise, 

Living the while—a man—with the blue of the heavens 
and seas in his eyes! 

Look ye along the path of the world—is it fashioned 
for such as he? 

Feel ye no shame of the world—no shame that his 
eyes should discern it and see? 

Hasten! Set ye the world aright, that his gaze may 
rest on its grace, 

Lest ye turn and behold the pain in his eyes, the light 
die out from his face. 

I say to you: “ Watch ye his face—ye will fathom 
the way whither worlds should tend. 

Watch: and seek ye of highest heaven the grace to 
call him friend.”

AT GRIPS WITH AIR-RAID 
PROBLEMS 


United Synagogue and Deputies Act 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL FOR 
JEWISH HOMELESS 


Steps taken by the United Synagogue and the Board of 
Deputies to deal with problems of the homeless and of 
evacuation are reported this week by our Special Corre- 
spondent. An appointment that shows the Government to 
be alive to Jewish aspects of the air-raid problems is 
announced, 

Of thirty-two women and five men who are being appointed 
as “ human links ” in the chain of rescue for the homeless, one 
woman has been delegated by Mr. H. U. Willink. M.P., the 
Special Commissioner for the Homeless, to give all her time 
to Jewish rehousing. A short interview with the official is 
contgined im our correspordent’s report on the problems of 
the Jewish aged and infirm 

Our Special Correspondent writes: 

I paid a visit to the Welfare Department of the United 
Synagogue to hear about the work being done in co-operation 
with the L.C.C. and other public authorities, to deal with 
persons rendered homeless by enemy bombs. 

I found a hive of activity, There was a succession of tele- 
phone calls. from public services in the Metropolis and from 
individuals, inquiring about rest centres, kasher feeding, Jewish 
kitchens, evacuation, and offering clothing and furniture and 
other help. There seemed, toc, to be close contact with other 
communal bodies, making for co-ordination of effort and 
avoidance of overlapping. The Welfare Department has now 
the services of two expericnced officers, and its efforts are 
seconded by the Jewish Board of Guardians. The Board of 
Deputies ts dealing with the country aspect of the problems 
and there ts close interchange of information and experience 
which ensures continuity of actron. 

An important part of the Welfare Department's task has been 
to get a complete picture of the situation and of the rather 
complicated apparatus that has been built up by the Govern- 
ment, the L.C.C., and the voluntary services; As a result 
public authorities are now able to turn to a recognised Jewish 
organisation for authoritative information and guidance on 


special needs. 
Rest and Feeding Centres 


The Jewish Rest and Feeding Centre at the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue has been open only a short time, ye’ it has already 
dealt with a large number of cases. ‘This Centre has a Jewish 
staff, and kasher food:is of course provided. The Stoke Newing- 
ton Borough Council has made available three large houses in 
which families, after being afforded rest and help at the Centre, 
may be accommodated until they can be helped to establish 
themselves on. a settled basis 

The Brady Street Club and Settlement, I was informed, con- 
tinuwes, under the wardenship of Miss Miriam Moses, to render 
fine service. Arrangements are being made for the shelter in 
Mansell Street to be used as an additional rest and feeding 
centre. 

A supply of suitcases has been provided by the United 
Synagogue Welfare Department for the various centres. They 
have attached to them a label which asks that “ this suitcase 
has helped you m your emergency. Kindly return it as quickly 
as possible to the Synagogue for centre) from which it was 
issued so that it may be used to help somebody else.” 

By arrangement with the L.C.C., kasher food is being provided 
at the Deal Street Rest Centre (undenominational), as the home- 
less poor there include a large proportion of Jews. 

The L.C.C. have opened five Jewish kitchens in the East End 
where hot meals for 9d. are provided, primarily for those who 
have no ; and water if the homes, and for men who have 
to provide for themselves owing to the evacuation of their 
families to the country. Recommendations are being made for 
extending these facilities wherever necessary, and the co-opera- 
tion of the Soup Kitchen for Jewish Poor is being obtained 

The Ministers and Welfare Officers of the United Synagogue 
are im attendance at the rest centres where Jewish families are 
, o found. In most cases reports are made to the head office 
aarry., 

The Welfare Department has established contact with the 
me a on Jewish rehousing appointed by the Ministry 
OF Ficaitn, 


There has been an encouraging response to the appeal for 
clothes but more blankets are needed. Gifts of furniture are 
also welcome, but — to the need for special transport 
arrangements and possible temporary storage, it is important 
that ample notice be given. so as to enable arrangements to be 
made for collection. Local authorities are generally very willing 
to help, as far as the demands on their transport services permit. 

Although the main expenditure on work for the homeless 1s 
naturally borne by the public authorities, donations to_help 
in supplementing the work are greatly appreciated. Those 
able and willing to assist in these or any other ways are asked 
to communicate with the Minister of the nearest United Syna- 

ogue, or direct with the Welfare Department of the United 

nagogue, at- Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, Whe

Deputies’ Investigators 


Though the Board of Deputies are dealing chiefly with evacuee 
problems in reception areas, they have also made investiga- 
tions into conditions in London shelters and tubes used by 4 
substantial proportion of Jews. The reports of the investigators 
show that conditions have considerably improved and that 
there are no grounds for the view that the good relations 
between Jews and non-Jews have deteriorated. 

The Board has sent representatives to areas to which large 
numbers of Jews have evacuated, these including new centres 
as well as towns where there were already established Congrega- 
tions. There are qualified persons who are investigating con- 
ditions, and reporting on the needs of the new or enlarged Com- 
munities. so that help may be given as far as possible in the 
establishment and maintenance. of congregational life, with pro- 
vision for religious worship and the religious teaching of 
children, arrangements for See food, hostels for children, 
the provision of communal halls, and the establishment of good 
relations between the newcomers and the long-resident popula- 
tion. The representatives will belp the local authorities mm mat- 
tefs that affect the Jewish arrivals. There is a lack of people 


‘qualified to undertake this work, and the Board is anxious to 


hear from people who have had suitable experience of com- 
munal work and who will undertake the work required. 

Following on the reports received by the Board, welfare 
workers have already been appointed in a number of towns, 
and further appointments are under consideration. 

The Board are anxious that Jewish Communities in suitable 
areas should inform them of any premises which Could be taken 
over for the purpose of housing evacuees, in particular the aged 
and infirm. Naturally, homes in the neighbourhood of Jewish 
Communities would be more suitable from the point of view 
of arranging for evacuees’ religious requiremeats. 


HACKNEY'S JEWISH WARDENS 
A Gallant Band of Workers 


A correspondent writes: The’ tribute paid to Jewish civil 
defence workers in last week's JewisH CuHronicie by Captain 
Burcher, Assistant Chief A.R.P. Warden for the Borough of 
Hackney, is truly deserved by a large band of volunteers who, 
with their non-Jewish colleagues, risk their lives night after 
night. They take their place in the regular patrols of the strects, 
during which they ire literally under shot and shell. If the old 
saw of good coming out of evil ever applied, it certainly does 
in the case of the Jewish wardens in Hackney who have abund- 
antly proved that their personal courage, always impugned by 
the Fascists in. their incitement before the war, is just as 
great as that of their fellow-citizens. ; 

There is hardly a Jewish A.R.P. worker in Hackney who does 
not bear some honourable scar caused in the line of duty; and 
it is a common sight to see their hands bandaged up because 
they have seized incendiary bombs and tossed them ont of 
harm's way. Jews share with their equally brave colleagues 
in the A.F.S. the dangers of searching for delayed action bombs 
and climbing buildings in order to locate fires in upper storeys. 
In fact, they have shown their mettle, and at one stroke have 
done more to smash anti-Semitic feeling locally—and it cannot 
be denied that there was a considerable amount of it during 
the years preceding the war—than countless reams of Jewish 
Defence pamphlets. Deeds, not words, are succeeding in the 
task of dispelling anti-Jewish illusions. 


Eight thousand persons, a large proportion of them Jews, 
had a narrow escape when a bomb fell on ane of London's 
largest shelters.

THE CANADIAN CAMPS 


Many Complaints by Internees 
SWEATED LABOUR CHARGE 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Executive of the Agudist World Organisation has 
received intimation from Montreal that all religious require- 
ments, including kasher food, are now being supplied to 
internees in Canada. ae 

There is. however, considerable hardship m some of the 
camps, as inadequate preparations appear to have been made 
for the refugees arriving. Many of the internees refuse to wear 
clothing bearing the inscription “ prisoners of war, contendin 
that this places them on a par with the Nazi internees. Ind 
some even refuse to use the official letter-cards offered, all 
bearing the words “ prisoner of war mail.” 

The large number of youthful. internees is also causing con- 
siderable. concern. Thus in one camp holding 716 refugees, 
of whom 515 are Jews, 280 are under 18 years of age. Educa- 
tional facilities. as well as arrangements for emigration, are 
entirely lacking as yet. 

The payment of 20 cents per day for arduous forestry work 
is entirely insufficient even for the .minimum of incidental . 
requirements, such as soap or cigarettes, and is less than the pay 
made to ordinary prisoners. 

The Executive of the Agudist organisation is bringing these 
facts to the notice of the Home Office, who are alone able to 
remedy the complaints. 


SAN DOMINGO SETTLERS 
Selected From Isle of Man 


One hundred and fifty prospective settlers for the San Domingo 
project have been selected from among refugees in England by a 
committee composed of Dr. Elizabeth Rosenberg, a daughter of 
Mr. James N. Rosenberg, President of the Dominican Republic 
Settlement Association, Br. Kurt Guttmann, and Mr. S.. Adler- 
Rudel. 

The committee has just completed a tour through the different 
internment camps in the Isle of Man and the mainland to find 
suitable candidates. The list will be submitted for final approval 
to the Selection Committee under the Chairmanship of Sir 
Herbert Emerson, League of Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees. 


LORD CECIL’S APPEAL 


**We Cannot Afford to be Unjust” 


An appeal for the release of aliens who had been “ aE Tol 
interned " was made by Lord Cecil in a broadcast on the B.B.C. 
home service last week. 

It was inevitable, he said, that serious hardships should occur 
but to him it seemed that the great mistake was treating all 
refugees as enemy aliens. They were no doubt aliens, but 
many of them were not enemics. Many were men of science 
and industry very valuable to us in our war effort. He earnestly 
pages that those “ improperly interned" would be set at 
iberty. 

While our safety depended on the defeat and abandonment 
of Nazi and Fascist international principles’ if we wanted to 
win the war we must be careful to preserve our own inter- 
national character.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


~ The Cynic in Wartime 


MT covere have always been cynics, ever since it was dis- 


covered that human progress depended upon man’s 

faith in man. For the cynic is he who doubts or dis- 
believes altogether the sincerity of the individual and of 
society; & pessimist at his worst, he has no faith at all 
in man’s nature, powers, motives, intentions, or hopes. 
To be a cynic to-day in wartime is to be the enemy of 
our country; and if a cynic should call himself a Jew, 
or a Jew prove himself to be a cynic, he is helping the 
cause of Germany and of anti-Semitism! 

Once cynicism was a creed, a philosophy. The Grecks 
who founded it believed that thought and not sensation 
was the true nature of man. Thought freed man from 
the senses, and prevented him from becoming the slave 
of his desires. The original cynics taught self-restraint. 
through which alone man was truly man. But so-called 
followers of Socrates asserted not merely that the sense 
elements life must not predominate. They believed that 
they must be suppressed and rooted out altogether. There 
was a real antagonism between the body and the spirit. 
Hence followed a contempt for the physical aspects of 
life altogether, and ultimately a contemptuous attitude 
towards human nature, and the motives, ideals, and 
achievements of man. Faith, because it had no basis in 
thought, was despised, and therefore religion and the 
religious spirit were themselves the subject of ridicule and 
contempt. 


(THE modern cynic has no grounds for hope in the 
future. That is why a well-known living non-Jewish 
cynic has called hope a Jewish vice. He calls upon his 
fellow-cointrymen to face reality—as it appears to him. 
Jew, however, must repudiate in the strongest terms 
this condemnation of hope, this disbelief in the powers 
and the future of man. He clings, in spite of everything, 
to his unconquerable belief that the good will triumph and 
evil forces be defeated. Grandest of all, the more hope- 
less and pessimistic becomes the outlook of the cynic, the 
more the vision of the Jew grows. : 
To-day this is no comfortable doctrine, as it was held 
to be in the last century, when wars were far away for 
the most part, and the Jew, at least in Western Europe, 
‘ WaS prosperous and secure. To-day this unswerving belief 
in man and his future is hard and demands much faith. 
To be disdainful of the signs of the times, to overlook the 
apparent spreading of evil forces, to spurn pessimism and 
despair, to grow stronger in the conviction that the tremen- 
dous impulses for good which are inherent in civilised 
man can never be destroyed, to hold fast to the teachings 
of those who believed in man because they believed in God 
—this is to destroy cynicism, to vindicate the Jewish atti- 
tude towards: life, and to play a vital part in ‘the present 
struggle. 


EWISH ethics indeed are violently opposed to this dorbt 

or disbelief in the sincerity of men’s motives, in the 
validity of social institutions, in the honesty that is really 
at the bottom of human nature—provided it is not per- 
-verted by the misgovernment of nations or by the sinister 
influence of evil men. The Jew, with all his laws and 
safeguards against the weakening of morality, is taught 
that human nature is fundamentally good and not bad, 
and denies with all his might that men are only moral 
because they are compelled to be. fhe whole of Rabbinic 
ethics assumes that society is based upon an implication 
of good faith in’ the relations of men with one another 
in ordinary life, and that both the hope of reward and 
the fear of punishment are poor and unworthy motives. 
Above all, Jewish teaching from the Bible downwards 
makes -it clear that the love of goodness, the desire for 
righteousness, and the impulse to moral progress are 
implanted in man by a loving and a merciful God. To 
doubt or deny these foundations of civilised character— 
for the Jew, that is, the disciplined life under the Torah— 
is to doubt or to deny the love and mercy of God, nay to 
deny God altogether. Ie 

If ever there existed a people in whom cynicism might 
be pardoned, it is the Jew. Yet he would, and he will, 
have none of it. With his hopes shattered again and again, 
age after age, with the promises made to him by friendly 


nations time after time ruthlessly broken or merely unful- . 


filled, with a long succession of disappointments, tragedies, 
persecutions, to fight against—and in this age perhaps more 
than ever before—the persistent and unbreakable optimism 
of the best types of Jew is surely one of the major wonders 
of the world! : 


it is observable to-day that a streak of deadly 
cynicism is growing in Jewish Communities every- 
where, heralded first of all by an increasing unbelief, born 
partly out of-ignorance, and followed by indifference and 
disloyalty to the historic people to be born of whom to-day 
is judged to be a calamity! The spread of such thought 
and feeling among Jews is the only sure way of defeating 
not merely the aims and ideals taught us by the prophets 
of old, but even ‘the great cause of liberty and justice for 
which we are all fighting to-day. 

No! Not even the peril of millions of our brethren 
throughout the world, not even the apparent defeat of 
idealism which has brought the world to the present bloody 
conflict, not even the clear evidence that the worst elements 
in human nature are uppermost in the counsels of many 
nations, not even the attempt to found a new world-order 
upon the basis of godlessness and force—none of. these 
terrible realities must influence the true Jew to take his 
stand with the cynic, the unbeliever, the defeatist; for such 
is a crime beyond forgiveness, a chillul ha-shem, a disgrace 
to Israel and all those mighty and eternal principles for 
which he has stood, and which themselves have stood 
hitherto as a bulwark against the downfall of civilisation.

VICHY JEW-LAWS FOR FRENCH 
COLONIES 


Nazis’ Deportation Plans 


The Jew-laws recently decreed in France are being 
extended to all French Colonies under Vichy control, as 
well as to the mandated territory of Syria. Jews in Syria 
have already been dismissed from Government posts, the 
Press, and the railways. Most of the persons affected 
belong to families that have lived in Syria for hundreds 
of years, and have become almost completely assimilated 
among the Arab communities. 

Admiral Decoux, the Governor of French - Indo-China, 
has ordered the registration of all Jewish commercial 
undertakings and the dissolution of Jewish “secret 
organisations.” 

It is rumoured that among matters recently discussed 
between Hitler and Ribbentrop and M. Laval, the French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, was a scheme to deport large 
numbers of Jews from Nazi-occupied territories to remote 
French colonies. No final decisions on the Nazi plan were 
reached, but Hitler and Ribbentrop are said to have found 
M. Laval willing to meet their wishes; He promised to 
refer the matter to the Vichy Government and to report

on its decision at a subsequent conference. Hitler and 
Ribbentrop, in their turn, declared that the Governments 
of Italy, Rumania, and Hungary would also be represented 
at the conference, as they, too, were anxious to get rid 
of their Jews. | 


FRENCH SOCIALISTS FIGHT 
LAVAL 


Jew-Laws Condemned 


The pro-Fascist policy of M. Laval and the Vichy Jew- 


laws have produced intense indignation in French Labour 
circies, 

At a secret Socialist conference, held somewhere in 
unoccupied France, at which 85 delegates from occupied 
and unoccupied France were present, strong resolutions were 
adopted condemning the Vichy policy and the arrests of M. 
Léon Blum and other Labour leaders. The conference also 
decided to make every effort to maintain the activities of 
the French Socialist Party. 

The conference resolutions are now being secretly spread 
among the workers, who are showing every inclination 
to answer the call of their leaders to build up a strong 
Organisation in opposition to the Vichy Government.

THE DUMPING GROUND 


Unwanted Jews Sent to Unoccupied 
France 


The transports of Jews who have been arriving in France 
from Germany consist mainly, it is now learned, of old 
people from 50 up to 95 years of age. They were taken 
from homes for the aged and hospitals, and many are 
sick, deaf, blind, or crippled. Four are said to have died 
during the journey, which was made in unheated trucks. 
One report says that the Nazis told the French that they 
would have to take them as part of the armistice conditions. 
9,000 of these unfortunates are said to have arrived in 
Gurs, m South-West France. 

Judging from previous reports, it is probable that the 
Nazis have decided to retain all the able-bodied Jews as 
labour conscripts. The rest are:to be dumped in France. 

Unoecupied France is also the prison of many Jewish 
refugees, who, though interned, have visas to proceed to 
the U.S.A. and other countries. The Vichy Government 
seems unable to release them without the permission of 
the Nazis, who are not likely to give it. In the mean- 
time, the condition of: the internees grows worse, and there 
have been many deaths from epidemics. Their misery can 
be judged from the fact that a number of them have 
stated that they prefer to go back to Germany to face 
the Nazi authorities rather than remain in camp in France. 
And at the same time more refugees are being interned 
in the Toulouse area. 

The condition of those that remain at liberty is also 
pitiful, for the French Jews are themselves so impoverished 
that they are no longer able to support them. 


Maitre Henri Torres, the noted French-Jewish advocate and 
former member of the Chamber of Deputies, has been deprived 
of French nationality, M. Torrés left France after the surren- 
der and is now in Brazil. He defended Schwartzbard, tried 
for killing Petlura, the Ukrainian pogrom leader, and was to 
have been one of the defenders of Herschel Grynszpan.

Berlin Plans a Show-Piece 


Hersche| Grynszpan, the young Polish Jew who, in 
November, 1938, assassinated the Counsellor of the Ger- 
man Embassy in Paris, Yom Rath, in revenge for the cruel 
expulsion of his parents from Germany, and who has now 
been transferred from Paris to the dreaded Moabit prison 
in Berlin, is to be tried by a Nazi court in January, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by the authorities. 
Grynszpan’s act, it will be recalled, was followed by a 
savage pogrom against Jews throughout Germany. Then 
a fine of £83,000,000 was imposed on the Jewish Com- 
munity. Grynszpan has, up to now, been held by the

and collecting material purporting to show that Grynszpan, 
in assassinating Vom Rath, acted as the agent of “ World 
Jewry.” 


GESTAPO CONTROL IN RUMANIA 
Enforcing the Jew-Laws 


Although Rumania is now a Nazi puppet, the new 
masters of the country are still dissatisfied with the work 
of their underlings in persecuting the Jews. The local 
German Press now accuses the Rumanian police authorities 
of laxity in carrying the Jew-laws into effect. The police, 
say the Nazis, are always ready “to accept bribes from 
the Jews and to adopt a lenient attitude. In order to 
enforce the laws, they declare, the Gestapo must be placed 
in charge. 

This demand coincides exactly with the arrival this week 
in Rumania of Himmler, the head of the Gestapo. 

The Rumanian Government has meanwhile ordered Jews 
to submit by this week inventories of gold and silver 
articles and any other valuables they possess. It ts 
believed that the Government action was prompted by 
the Gestapo authorities in Bucharest, and that ail the 


valuables will soon be confiscated.

LODZ JEWS CAN STARVE 
No Ration Cards 


A rationing system has been introduced in Lodz, the 
Polish manufacturing city now in German hands, whereby 
Germans receive privileged red cards, and Poles yellow 
cards. No mention is made of any provision for Jews. | 

“ Mixed” families ‘are given red cards if the father is 
German, yellow if he is a Pole. Mothers of families, pro- 
vided they “feel and show themselves Germans,” get red 
cards. | 

The Jews are reduced to desperation in trying to obtain 
food. Often the Polish peasants defy official orders and 
give them supplies. Recently a Lodz Jew named Kronen- 
berg was sentenced to four years’ hard labour for deliver- 
ing provisions to the ghetto by masquerading as an SS. 
man. 

Yet despite the plight of the Jews, the Nazi propaganda 
chief of the Lodz district—he is appropriately named 
Maul (German for “loud mouth ”)}—complained in a 
recent speech that the Jews of Lodz were = too 
comfortable.” and that they would be putg to work 
constructing a motor road. “They must labour for the 
Germans.” said Maul, “ until all their stolen wealth has been 
repaid.” 


ALL SLOVAK JEWISH SOCIETIES 
ABOLISHED 


A Single Central Body 


A single all-embracing Jewish body has been formed in 
Slovakia under Government control. All other Jewish 
organisations, except local communities, have been abolished. 

Among the organisations which have been liquidated 1s 
the Jewish Orphans’ Home at Bratislava. The authorities 
ejected the inmates, who must now be cared for privately, 
and the building has been converted into a home for non- 
Jewish apprentices. 

Everyone legally defined as a Jew automatically becomes 
a member of the new central body which is headed by Dr. 
Heinrich Schwartz. and a Committee of ten. A “Jew” 1s 
anyone with more than one Jewish grandparent, and any- 
one married to a Jew. Merged with the new body are all 
dissolved “ Jewish” organisations, defined as all organt- 
sations more than half of whose members are Jews, or 
“which concern -themselves with Jewish problems.”  Pre- 
sumably if the Red Cross set up local offices at Bratislava 
for refugee-relief, it, too, would be considered Jewish. 


“THE FUEHRER WILL DECIDE” 


The official Nazi OsrpeuTscner BreoracntTer declares in 
a leading article that since the Nazi assumption of power 
Germany's Jewish policy has reduced the Jews in the Reich 
to a number which is no longer Menacing. “ They might 
without danger,” it adds, “be allowed to remain. But 
the decision has been taken to achieve complete elimina- 
tion of all Jewish elements. The Fuhrer alone is able to 
determine the date of the realisation of this ideal.” 


NAZIS INFURIATED BY DUTCH 
DEFIANCE 


* Freedom is in Our Blood”’ 


The courageous action of the Dutch Ministers who pro- 
tested from the pulpit last week against the Jew-laws has 
produced consternation among the Nazi rulers of Holland. 
The Nazi Commissioner, Dr. Seyss-Inquart’ immediately 
instructed his propaganda machine to make.it known that 
he would not tolerate such pro-Jewish demonstrations in . 
the future; and the Nazis have been threatening to exter- 
minate all Ministers who choose “to serve the interests of the 
Jews, of Britain, and of Queen Wilhelmina.” But the vast 
majority of the Dutch people approved of the action of 
their Ministers, and the Nazis themselves are conscious 
that behind the Church protests stand the people of Holland. 

At a recent joint meeting in Amsterdam of the two largest 
Dutch Protestant parties, Dr. Slotemaker de. Bruine, an 
ex-Cabinet Minister and leader of the Christian Historical 
Party, strongly denounced totalitarianism. . “Do not expect 
of us that we shall, for the sake of national unity, drive 
out of public life that which is most sacred to us,” he said. 
“ Spiritual freedom is in our blood—freedom of religion, 
education, and opinion.” 

The Police Commissioner of The Hague has again had 
to warn the public against sabotage. Dr. Seyss-Inquart has 
given Dutch Nazis permission to demonstrate and march in 
the streets in order to strengthen their position. 


BELGIUM FIGHTS RACE-HATRED 
M. Huysmans’ Challenge 


The German Press this week announced that Jew- 
are to be introduced into Belgium. —

at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, W., by M. Camille Huys- 
mans, former Burgomaster of Antwerp, who (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) spoke on “the spirit of 
an invaded country.”

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SHANGHAIED ACROSS CANADA 
The Refugees’ Last Round-Up 


[From a Correspondent] 


Jewish refugees have been passing through Canada in 
ever increasing numbers during the past few weeks on their 
way to Shanghai, that world ghetto of refugee world Jewry, 
the only place which owing to its peculiar political status 
is Open to everybody without a passport or visa. 

Two years ago tens of thousands of European refugees 
were carried to Shanghai through the Suez Canal in Italian 
and German ships, but later restrictions on entry were 
imposed by the Shanghai Municipal Council, so that migra- 
tion. became a trickle, compared with the flood of 1938. 
Recently, however, the numbers have increased, for many 
refugees in Britain who were faced with the alternative of 
being interned indefinitely or seeking their luck elsewhere, 
chose the latter alternative, “ elsewhere” being, inevitably, 
Shanghai. 

Yet the situation in Shanghai grows more precarious 
every day, whereas Canada is an immense under-populated 
and undeveloped country that needs men more than ‘any- 
thing else. A country over 70 times as big as England has 
a population of 11 millions, including 175,000 Jews. No 
wonder that practically every transmigrant files an applica- 
tion tor permission to stay. 

German Jewish refugees in transit to Shanghai are met 
on their arrival in Montreal by a guard and escorted right 
across Canada to the port of departure on the Pacific, 
usually Vancouver. There they are kept in detention until 
their boat sails. This applies even to immigrants in transit 
to the U.S.A. The refugee relief organisations try to obtain 
the release of new arrivals. | 

Even transmigrants to Santo Domingo are likewise held 
“in bond” when they arrive in Canada. The confusion 
is to a certain extent due to the mixing up of internees 
(“ war prisoners ") with refugees, and the recent escape of 
a few Nazis from the camps has added to the antagonism 
to everything “ German.” 

The official policy is non-immigration, and there are only 
two exceptions; for trained farmers and for capitalists who 


want to invest their money in new industries. For each. 


immigrant, an “Order in Council” has to be passed by 
the Government in Ottawa which amounts to a separate law 
in each individual case. And the Government in Ottawa 
is handicapped by the hostile attitude of the French 
Canadian minority who, with their prolific families, have

Land Without People 


The restriction of residential permits to industrialists 
and farmers results in the fact that the refugees in the 
towns are Often persons of considerable means.

In the neighbourhood of Winnipeg—a favourite meeting- 
place of Nazi agitators, by the way—-25 fine settlements are 
run by Jewish refugees, supported with 1,000 dollars each.

The fact that Jewish immigration on a larger scale (if 
the word “large” can be used at all in this connection) 
is comparatively young and seldom goes back for more than 
one generation, is the cause of the splitting up of com- 
munities into many different national groups. A young 
Lithuanian Rabbi whom I met on the train as he returned 
from the Canadian Jewish Congress, complained bitterly of 
the disagreement among his tiny community of 24 families 
scattered over an area of sixty miles in the prairies of 
Saskatchewan, “It may be different in the States and in 
Palestine,” he said, “ but in Canada a Russian Jew and a 
German, Lithuanian, or Polish Jew clings to his ‘ nation- 
ality * and is difficult to deal with collectively.” 

The predominant group among these nationalities are the 
Russians, who came about twenty years ago. These “ old” 
immigrants contribute the officers to the various. committees, 
and are of a second generation which has lost many con- 
tacts with Judaism. They speak English without the accent 
of their fathers-—in fact,-with a strong American accent. 

It is difficult to pass through empty Canada, five days and 
five nights, without the feeling that the policy of leaving 
this land undeveloped, instead of encouraging settlements 
on a large scale, is not only unfortunate for thousands of 
refugees, but harmful to the country itself.

Unwanted Jews Sent to Unoccupi 
France 


The transports of Jews who have been arriving in France 
from Germany consist mainly, it is now learned, of old 
people from 50 up to 95 years of age. They were*taken 
from homes for the aged and hospitals, and many are 
sick, deaf, blind, or crippled. Four are said to have died 
during the journey, which was made in unheated trucks. 
One report says that the Nazis told the French that they 
would have to take them as part of the armistice conditions. 
9.000 of these unfortunates are said to have arrived in 
Gurs, in South-West France. 

Judging from previous reports, it is probable that the 
Nazis have decided to retain all the able-bodied Jews as 
labour conscripts. The rest are to be dumped in France. 

Unoccupied France is also the prison of many Jewish 
refugees, who, though interned, have visas to proceed to 
the U.S.A. and other countries. The Vichy Government 
seems unable to release theni without.the permission of 
the Nazis, who are not likely to give it: In the mean- 
time, the condition of the internees grows worse, and there 
have been many deaths from epidemics. Their misery can 
be judged from the fact that a number of them have 
stated that they prefer to go back to Germany to face 
the Nazi authorities rather than remain in camp in France. 
And at the same time more refugees are being interned 
in the Toulouse area.

In order to 
enforce the laws, they declare, the Gestapo must be placed 
in charge. 

This demand coincides exactly with the arrival this week 
in Rumania of Himmler, the head of the Gestapo.

LODZ JEWS CAN STARVE — 
No Ration Cards 


A rationing system has been introduced in Lodz, the 
Polish manufacturing city now in German hands, whereby 
Germans receive privileged red cards, and Poles yellow 
cards. No mention is made of any provision for Jews. | 

“ Mixed” families ‘are given red cards if the father is 
German, yellow if he is a Pole.

A single all-embracing Jewish body has been formed in 
Slovakia under Government control. All other Jewish 
organisations, except local communities, have been abolished. 

Among the organisations which have been liquidated is 
the Jewish Orphans’ Home at Bratislava. The authorities 
ejected the inmates, who must now. be cared for privately, 
and the building has been converted into a home for non-

Everyone legally defined as a Jew automatically becomes 
a member of the new central body which is headed by Dr.

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SHANGHAIED ACROSS CANADA 
The Refugees’ Last Round-Up 


[From a Correspondent] 


Jewish refugees have been passing through Canada in 
ever increasing numbers during the past few weeks on their 
way to Shanghai, that world ghetto of refugee world Jewry, 
the only place which owing to its peculiar politica] status 
is Open to everybody without a passport or visa. 

Two years ago tens of thousands of European refugees 
were carried to Shanghai through the Suez Canal in Italian 
and German ships, but later restrictions on entry were 
imposed by the Shanghai Municipal Council, so that migra- 
tion became a trickle, compared with the flood of 1938. 
Recently, however, the numbers have increased, for many 
refugees in Britain who were faced with the alternative of 
being interned indefinite’, or seeking their luck elsewhere, 
chose the latter alternative, “ elsewhere” being, inevitably, 
Shanghai. 

Yet the situation in Shanghai grows more precarious 
every day, whereas Canada is an immense under-populated 
and undeveloped country that needs men more than any- 
thing else. A country over 70 times as big as England has 
a population of 11 millions, including 175,000 Jews. No 
wonder that practically every transmigrant files an applica- 
tion for permission to stay. 

German Jewish refugees in transit to Shanghai are met 
on their arrival in Montreal by a guard and escorted right 
across Canada to the port of departure on the Pacific, 
usually Vancouver. There they are kept in detention until 
their boat sails. This applies even to immigrants in transit 


to the U.S.A. The refugee relief organisations try to obtain. 


the release of new arrivals. 


Even transmigrants to Santo Domingo are likewise held 
“in bond” when they arrive in Canada. The confusion 
is to a certain extent due to the mixing up of internees 
(“ war prisoners ”) with refugees, and the recent escape of 
a few Nazis from the camps has added to the antagonism 
to everything “ German.” 

The official policy is non-immigration, and there are only 
two exceptions; for trained farmers.and for capitalists who 
want to invest their money in new industries. For each 
immigrant, an “Order in Council” has to be passed by 
the Government in Ottawa which amounts to a separate law 
in each individual case. And the Government in Ottawa 
is handicapped by the hostile attitude of the French 
Canadian minority who, with their prolific families, have 
hopes of seeing themselves one day the majority. 


Land Without People 


The restriction of residential rmits to industrialists 
and farmers results in the fact that the refugees in the 
towns are often persons of considerable means. The others 
who were not’ fortunate enough to save their money are 
not admitted. 

The farmers are provided for by Jewish organisations. 
In the neighbourhood of Winnipeg—a favourite meeting- 


place of Nazi agitators, by the way—-25 fine settlements are 


run by Jewish refugees, supported with 1,000 dollars each. 
The relief organisations work very efficiently, the Jeas 
(Jewish Emigrant Aid Society) having branches all] over 
the country. 

The fact that Jewish immigration on a larger scale (if 
the word “large” can be used at all in this connection) 
is comparatively young and seldom goes back for more than 
one generation, is the cause of the splitting up of com- 
munities into many different national groups. A young 
Lithuanian Rabbi whom | met on the train as he returnéd 


from the Canadian Jewish Congress, complained: bitterly of | 


the disagreement among his tiny community of 24 families 
scattered over an area of sixty miles in the prairies of 
Saskatchewan, “It may be different in the States and in 
Palestine,” he said, “ but in Canada a Russian Jew and a 
German, Lithuanian, or Polish Jew clings to his ‘ nation- 
ality ° and is difficult to deal with collectively.” 

The predominant group among these nationalities are the 
Russians, who came about twenty years ago. These “ old” 
immigrants contribute the officers to the various committees, 
and are of a second generation which has lost many con- 
tacts with Judaism. They speak English without the accent 
of their fathers-—in fact,-with a strong American accent. 

It is difficult to pass through empty Canada, five days and 
five nights, without the feeling that the policy of leaving 
this land undeveloped, instead of encouraging settlements 
ona large scale, is not only unfortunate for thousands of 
refugees, but harmful to the country itself. 


The Chinese wireless reported recently that a German 
Jewish refugee had been shot at and killed at Shanghai by 
a Japanese sentry.

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THE NEW POLAND 


WHAT Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the 
Polish National Council, has described as the most 
important step forward that ‘has been taken in Polish- 
Jewish relations was formally announced this week 
at a gathering of Polish Jews in Great Britain. Speak- 
ing in the name of his Government, the Polish Minister 
of Social Welfare, M. Stanczyk, gave a solemn assur- 
ance—the first official guarantee offered in definite 
terms—that in the Poland of the future Jews will enjoy 
equality of rights and obligations with the rest of the 
Polish population, and will be free to dévelop their cul- 
ture, religion, and customs. This, he said, would be 
secured by law, but also as a result of the common 
sacrifices in these present terrible days. “I wish to 


assure you once again, on behalf of the Polish Govern- 


ment,” he added, “ that nothing will move us from the 
democratic principles securing for every citizen in a 
future Poland equal political and social rights.” These 
important declarations leave nothing to be desired in 
point of absolute explicitness, and if anything could 
add to their decisive character and binding quality it 
would be the fact that they were uttered in the presence 
of official representatives of the President of the Repub- 
lic and the Premier, and of four other Cabinet Minis- 
ters and the Speaker of the Polish National Council. 

As consistent friends and well-wishers of the Polish 
people, despite past criticisms spoken only in candid 
friendship, this paper and all Jews will warmly. wel- 
come the pledges now given, and see in their honour- 
able observance the hope and prospect of a happier 
future for all citizens of the resurrected Polish State. 
The discrimination of years gone by should pass away. 
The educational fetters should be struck from the 
Jewish students, and the hideous ghetto benches become 
only a memory of shame. Economic boycotts of Jews 
must be impossible under an honest system of equal 
political right. And the singling out of the ancient 
Jewish settlements for wholesale expatriation must 
reveal itself at last as only the aberration of a feck- 
less and impotent statesmanship—the bad dream of 
bad days. Heaven speed the day when the Polish 
Government, entering into its own again, may have 
the opportunity to inaugurate this blessed new era for 
the Polish people, Jews and non-Jews alike. 

Yet, at this happy moment of reconciliation, when 
undertakings are being given in respect of an unknown 
future, it would be well if certain facts were borne in 
mind, if honest professions are not to run the risk 
of remaining merely pious declarations. Whether Jewry 
in the reconstituted Poland—which may not necessarily, 
as we have been warned in the case of all the sub- 
jugated countriés, be a mechanical restoration of pre- 
war conditions—will form the same large proportion 
of the total population as formerly, nobody can say at 
this stage. But a considerable and distinctive minority 
they seem certain to be. As such they must claim 
attention, if the new harmony is to be made safe 
against disturbance. A similar consideration will also 
be demanded, of course, in the case of all other 
minorities. That will mean that Polish Jews themselves 
will have to take stock of their “ way of life” and 
free it from any faults that may disfigure it. But it 
will also mean that the Polish Government will have 
to recognise its imperative responsibility to tackle the 
problem in a constructive and humane manner in 
accordance with the policy just announced. Economic 
and other reforms will be inevitable, and generally the 
establishment of just conditions in which each section 
of the people will be enabled to contribute of its best 
to the progress and prosperity of the nation. 


Above all, the spirit of the present declarations must 
permeate not only the whole Government but all social 
relationships. It will be useless to ban by law all anti- 
Jewish discrimination if anti-Jewish agitation is allowed 
to poison social relationships. The essential kindliness 


and indeed loftiness of the Polish character should be 


given free play and preserved from contamination. 
That it will function in such circumstances of real free- 
dom is eloquently proved by the recent turn for the 
better in the relations between the Jewish and non- 
Jewish soldiers of the Polish Army in this country 
as the result of the firm stand of General Sikorski. 
Military service rendered in common dangers 


and suffering borne with equally patriotic hero-— 
ism should be a potent factor of civic unity. Above 


all, there is now the clear realisation of the havoc 
which anti-Jewish incitement has sown in the national 
ranks and of the way the anti-Jewish pro-Nazis pre- 
pared the road for the invader and in effect handed 
him the keys of the Polish citadel. In one fine para- 
graph of his speech, M. Stanczyk set forth this revela- 
tion with moving power: 

“There is no longer any doubt,” he said, “ that this 
terrible war came about as a result of totalitarianism, 
with its barbaric doctrine of national and racial hatred. 
And as long as those who profess this barbaric doctrine 
are not smashed, so long humanity will not enjoy peace, 
and the oppressed nations will not be redeemed. Fight- 


ing this doctrine and its followers, we are fighting not. 


only for the liberation of our own country, but also for 

freedom of all oppressed people and nations.” 

If the Polish Government girds itself resolutely for 
this struggle, both within and without its borders, the 
radiant visions of the new Poland will surely come to 
pass. Poles and Britons will be able to continue in 
alliance their present efforts for victory with renewed 
heart, in the confident faith that pledges now given will 
remain no dead letter. And fortified in their confidence 
in Polish good faith, Jews everywhere will, in the 
future, as in the past, prove sincere and ardent friends 
of Poland and her people. 


MONEY AND THE EVACUEES 


JupGING from appearances, an increasing number in the 
Community have now awakened to the seriousness as well 
as the magnitude of the evacuee problem. In particular, 
they should by now have realised that this matter really 
comprises not one problem but many, which range from 
the finding of houses for the homeless to questions of social 
welfare; from religious instruction to Jewish defence. 
Whether the Community also appreciates that this group of 
activities demands the financial wherewithal to carry them 
on, whether somewhere in the back of its mind it harbours 
the not wholly unjustified and comfortable belief that lords 
of commerce, or other walks of life, will provide, or whether 
it has even considered the question at all, is not quite so 
certain. Yet the funds for the work will have to be found, 
and found soon. It is not a question only of succouring 
Jews in other parts of London. Many have migrated from 
large towns in the Provinces as well as from London itself 
and certain outlying districts, with the result that a small 
local Jewish Community may suddenly find itself con- 
fronted by a considerable number of new-comers, amongst 
them many “homeless, penniless, without clothes and 
possessions,” as one speaker recently described them—and 
the local Community is usually without the funds or the 
organisation to tackle the emergency. Clearly this is a 
situation big with trouble not only for those on the spot 


_ but ultimately for the Community as a whole, wherever 


they are and whatever their circumstances. 


AN EMERGENCY FUND 


In the present conditions and in a future so uncertain 
and incalculable, no one can say when the next flight may 
occur and what the destinations may be. Against such possi- 
bilities we have to be armed, financially as well as with the 
requisite organisation. The fund that will have to be raised 
need not be considerable, in the sense that the successive 
German refugee appeals were considerable. But it will 
certainly have to be adequate; and the action of the Govern- 
ment in accepting complete financial responsibility for the 
maintenance of the refugees now in England should 
materially help us to raise it. The only question is whether 
the new appeal, when it comes, should be concerned only 
with the problems in hand or should be sufficient to leave a 
balance for sudden future emergencies. The latter 
proposal has already been broached in these columns. Only 
a very little consideration is needed to justify it in the 
present circumstances of indefinite future liabilities. Com- 
munal organisation such as has now been evolved ought 
not to be in a position in which it cannot function in an 
unexpected crisis for lack of money. With its activities 
paralysed in this way any complaint of inaction must be 
beside ii mark, and it is for guarding against any such 
dangerous development that an Emergency Fund would be 
effective. 


“MY BROTHER’S KEEPER ” 


MEANWHILE, there is One way in which the burden on the 
Community as a whole can, and ought to, be eased. Not 
all the evacuees are “ penniless” and in need. Many who 
have migrated to safer quarters are far from badly off, and 


can fairly be asked to shoulder a little of the cost of. 


helping impecunious coreligionists in the temporary place 
of exile. It ‘is not always true, as some of these people 
plead in excuse, that their hands are so full with obligations 
in the Metropolis, or whatever their origin, that they can 
afford no further expenditure in their new local. For one 
thing, the wise provision of the United Synagogue saves 
some of them extra synagogue bills in the temporary places 
of residence. In their new homes, too, they escape some, 
perhaps many, of the constant appeals for public causes 
and local funds with which they were importuned and to 
some of which at any rate they must have succumbed. In 
helping similar causes in their new environment, therefore, 
they would be undertaking no fresh outlay. But even if 
their expenditure would in fact be increased, that would 
not be a conclusive argument, in most cases, for withhold- 
ing assistance. In a Jewish emergency there is nothing but 


ignominy for the Jewish shirkers. 


CALL FOR WELFARE WORKERS 

Nor need the offer of assistance be always financial. It 
is possible that some of those to whom we refer—including 
the women of the household—may possess the time and the 
qualifications to lend a hand in some of the social activities 
for which the evacuations call. “ Qualifications” must be 
stressed because it is obvious that these form an indispens- 
able factor in right selection for the task. Probably 
the bulk of welfare workers will have to be recruited from 
the wider general body of the Community and will have to 
be highly qualified and properly paid public servants. One 
can only hope that the utmost care will be exercised in the 
choice of candidates. It has already been suggested that 
what is needed is the formation of a corps délite. This 
phrase is not so pretentious as it may at first sight appear, 
for its members will be posted at points of great difficulty, 
and their task will be no less than that of preserving the 
Jewish good name and Jewish religious loyalty and guarding 
the whole Jewish future in these islands. Such work demands 
not only enthusiasm and devotion, but patience, insight into 
character, experience, knowledge, savoir faire, and, above 
all, unfailing tact, To build up such a body of messengers 
of hope and goodwill is by no means easy. It will demand 
tireless search and a courageous exercise of the logical 
principle of “trial and error.” But on no other plan can 
the task of selection proceed, if all the results that are 
hoped for are to be successfully garnered. For the workers 
themselves, while inevitably much sacrifice will be involved, 
there will also be not a little glory. For the successful 
welfare worker, the man—or woman-—who by his tact and 
the respect and affection he commands wins through in his 
job, will earn distinction in a very difficult field and such 
achievement cannot fail of its reward. 


THAT “NEW ORDER” 

For some time, as has already been pointed out in these 
columns, all the signs have indicated the imminence of a 
new “peace” move by Hitler, based on the cooked-up 
concept of a “ New Order” in which the nations of Europe 
are at last to find happiness and surcease from war— 
under the Fihrer’s control, neediess to add, The whole 
scheme reeks of indecently obvious hypocrisy and is quite 
unconnected with reality. It is, in fact, designed to serve 
only until such time as Hitler can feel himself ready to 
try conclusions alone with the only nation that has hitherto 
withstood him, and with, as he fondly hopes, a much better 
prospect of success. 


HALF-WAY TO CANOSSA 


Ir is interesting to note the cunning lures with which the 
way is being prepared for this house of cards. First of all 
the assurance is dangled before the eyes of doubters that, 
as Tne Times Diplomatic Correspondent puts it, the New 
Furopean Order will usher in the Golden Age “ where 
there will be neither capitalist nor Bolshevist, bond nor 
free, but all will join for the common good.” “ There 
will be no more economic. nor nationalistic restrictions,” 
declares one Nazi spokesman, “no more unemployment, 
no more hunting for markets.” Everybody, one is to 
assume, will be contented and ‘well fed. The Nazis. who 
have just been stealing the food of their various victims 
and reducing them to starvation, give us their word that 
this will be so and, of course, the Nazis never break their 
word! Secondly, Hitler is trying in numerous ways to 
win back the favour of the Churches ‘he has persecuted 
and of religious opinion. There are what are described 
as well-authenticated accounts, for instance, of a mission 
to America undertaken for the purpose of persuading 
American Catholics that the Fihrer is all for them 
and is fighting to give them fresh fields for conversion to 
Christian belief. In fact, in his pursuit of his fatuous 
“New Order” he is prepared to go half-way to Canossa. He 
is even said to be seeking a new working agreement with 
the Catholic clergy. But there is no report of an amende 
honorable to Cardinal Faulthaber for the vile treatment to 
which he was subjected, or any redress for the hundreds 


Of priests and monks imprisoned and tortured on trumped- 


up charges often of the most indecent and revolting nature. 
And the gates’ of the concentration camp have not yet 
opened to free Pastor Niemédller. 


HITLER: FOOL, ROGUE, AND CHEAT 


But what of the Jews in Hitler’s plan for Europe? 


“ A great field of activity will be opened,” Hitler is 
quoted as telling his emissary, * and there will be a lot to 
do for the German Catholic clergy among people who have 
run wild and who have been robbed by Jews and Bolshe- 
vists not only of their land but their God. All the Christian 
nations must called up and be recruited for the fight 
against Communism and against the whole concept of 


Jewish Marxism, which is just . 
the Church's.” just as much my enemy as it is 


And again, “ we shall recreate the splendid tradition of 
the Crusades.” Well, we all know what the Crusades did 
for the Jews of those days—quite apart from their 
avowed purpose of defeating Islam—and how the Jewish 
settlements ran with Jewish blood.

“MY TWO 


BLACKPOOL’S PLAN TO HOUSE 
EVACUEES 


Billeting Officer and Jewish Needs 


[From our Correspondent) 


Still another war problem is in process of being solved 
at Blackpool, that of the absorption of hundreds of Jewish 
mothers and children from the East End of London, evacu- 
ated hy the Government after being bombed out of their 
homes and deprived of everything but the clothes they stand 
up in. 

The Community here is not large. Boarding houses and 
private hotels are in many cases accommodating privately 
evacuated coreligionists; private families have relatives 
from bombed areas to comfort and help. Now-has come 
a wave of new evacuees in pitiful condition. 

Mr. H. Priestley, Chief Billeting Officer, is giving most 
sympathetic thought to the task of making some home- 
life again for these victims of Nazi brutality. He told 
me that the most satisfactory plan will be one he is now 
carrying out—to take empty houses, pay rent and rates 
from available funds; assist with the furnishing of essential 
furniture and cooking utensils, and give every help in the 
Starting of a communal life for the Orthodox Jews. Beds, 
tables, chairs, go-carts for the children, crockery will be 
found, and the women themselves will share the work on 
a communal basis. | 

“This will be the most satisfactory plan for the poor 
souls themselves as Well as the most economical,” he said. 
“We'll keep them. If employable we'll find them work. 
They will be able to prepare the food according to their 
religious beliefs, have the type of meal they prefer, have 
companionship among themselves.” 

A committee of Londoners has been formed to. super- 
vise these hostels, with Mr. Sacks as representative on the 
Town Hall Committee. Mr. Priestley speaks highly of 
the type of Jewess sent up to Blackpool by the Government. 

Plans for the spiritual as well as the physical well-being 
of the Government-evacuated Jewish mothers and children 
are being considered. The problem for the local Com- 
munity as a whole is to organise the welfare of the 
evacuees and the teaching of the children, it 1s felt. 


FIRST-AID BOXES FOR BLACKPOOL

Jewish Women’s Gift

“ Neighbours.” In’a letter to Mrs. Shaffer, Councillor Hill 
thanks all who have helped towards the purchase of the 
boxes which are, he says, greatly appreciated by those to 
whom they have been given. 

Yesterday week, at the Ibbison Street Mission Hall, Mrs. 
Shaffer presented the last two boxes. After a tea, the Rev.

Rabbi Brodie’s Tribute

taining Jewish members of the Forces. 


ORPHANAGE SUPERINTENDENTS RETIRE 
Mr. and Mrs. Lubin’s 20 Years’ Service 


Mr. and Mrs. H. Lubin, who have retired from the posts 
of Superintendent and Matron of the Gertrude Jacobson 
Orphanage, Glasgow, were honoured by the Council of 
the Orphanage recently at a gathering at the Crescent Hotel, 
Glasgow. 

Presenting Mr. and Mrs. Lubin with a cheque, Mr. M. 
Phillips, Ghairman, said that the Council deeply regretted their 
departure after 20 years in the service at the institution. No 
two people could have done more for the welfare and up- 
bringing of the orphans than Mr. and Mrs. Lubin. Their 
msight and patience in dealing’ with the children had been 
beyond all praise. 

Dr. M. T. Mann said that while Mr. and Mrs. Lubin had 
dutifully attended to the physical needs of the children, they 
had not omitted to look after the spiritual side, and thus 
their task had been doubly successful. This was due to their 
wonderful understanding of the psychology of the children.

STRENGTHENING POWER OF PRAYER 
Chaplain’s Exhortation 


The power and effect of prayer was stressed by Rabbi L. 
Brodie, Chaplain to H.M. Forces, in an address at the 
Glasgow Jewish Institute last Sunday when, with the Rev. 
Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, of Garnethill Synagogue, Glasgow, he 
conducted a service for men drawn from the various units 
in the district. 

Exhorting the men not to neglect any opportunity for 
communion with God, Rabbi Brodie said that as Jews.,. as 
well as men, they would derive an immense amount of 
comfort and a great sense of exultation if they made a 
daily practice of praying. If they wanted to be strengthened 
for whatever might befall them, they could do no better 
than devote a brief time every day—even just two or three 
minutes—-to declaring their allegiance to the ancient House 
of Israel. It was not the words they said, but the indi- 
vidual sincerity and conviction which lay behind them, 
which mattered. 


AMBULANCE FOR RED CROSS 


The Glasgow Jewish Mantle Manufacturers’ Association 
have presented an ambulance to the Scottish Branch of the 
Red Cross Society. The ambulance, which has been 
named “ Mount Sinai,” was handed over by the Rev. M. S. 
Simmons, of Pollokshiclds Synagogue, Glasgow, to Colonel 
G. H. Edington, representing the Red Cross, at a dedica- 
tion ceremony. 

In an address, Mr. Simmons said that Jewish law 
directed that Jews should attend to the needs of the Gen- 
tile sick as well as the Jewish sick. Great Britam was 
to-day fighting a war based on that ideal.

ORGANISING HIGH WYCOMBE’S

New Residents’ Social and Cultural Needs 


Rabbi M. Swift, of the Brixton Synagogue, London, 
visited High Wycombe last week for the twofold purpose 
of investigating local conditions on behalf of the Board 
of Deputies, and of ratifying the establishment of a United 
Synagogue Membership Group. 

The Rabbi established friendly contact with several local 
and civic officials, and discussed particularly the problems 
of Jewish evacuees with them. . 

On Sunday afternoon a meeting of Jewish residenis, attended 
by about 200 people, was held in the Tudor Hall, High Street, 
with Mr. Isaac Landau, President of the London Shechita 
Board, as guest Chairman. Rabbi Swift, addressing the mect- 
ing, made an appeal to every Jew who found himself in a 

new environment to act as an “ ambassador” for his people, 
for it was by his conduct that the rest of the Jews would 
judged. Among matters raised by those who joined in the 
discussion were the need not only for regular religious facilities 
but also those of a social and cultural nature. e formation 
of a social centre (with a welfare officer in attendance at stated 


times), a literary circle, for lectures and debates, and the exten- | 


sion of Hebrew classes for the children were among the recom- 
mendations which the Rabbi agreed to put before the bodies 
he represented. Interest was also shown in the question of

HADASSAH HELPS THE CHILDREN 


Emergency Scheme for Palestine 


MEASURES AGAINST EPIDEMICS AND 
MALNUTRITION 


The inauguration of a war emergency programme to help 
safeguard the health of the people of Palestine and protect 
the child population there from possible epidemics and from 
malnutrition, has been announced by Hadassah in New 
York. 

Mrs. Moses P. Epstein, a member of the Hadassah National 
Board, said that 20,000 children were already receiving a daily 
hot méal in the schools of Palestine, and that 33 playgrounds 
and safety areas had been established to protect children, 
through the provision of normal recreation outlets, from nervous 
strain Sead about by war conditions. 

Arrangements have also been made to train doctors and 
nurses for war work and to safeguard the normal Hadassah 
system of curative and preventive health projects. Mrs. 
Epstein reported that two shipments containing more. than 
10,000 items of drugs. surgical supplies, clothing, and hospital 
linen sent from New York had already arrived in Basra. 

A resolution calling for maximum aid to Britain short of 
war was adopted in Cincinnati last week at the opening session 
of Hadascsah’s 26th annual conference 

The delegates voted $80,000 in commemoration of the 80th 
birthday of Miss Henrietta Szold, to be used as a loan fund 
to help Aliyah graduates to settle their own colonies and con- 
tinue their education. 

The convention also voted to raise $200,000 for the Jewish 
National Fund in the coming year. 


AMERICAN ZIONIST YOUTH 


Stricter control is to be exercised over American Zionist 
youth organisations which have been straying from the path 
of official policy by opposing aid to Great Britain, Rabbi 
Samuel Blumenfeld, new Educational Director of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, declared at a reception in his honour 
attended by a hundred Jewish educationists. 


THE CHALLENGE TO ZIONISTS 
Prospects of Real Unity 
THE POSITION OF THE N.Z.O. 


From Mr. MAURICE ARRAM 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtse CHRONICLE 


Sm,—Your timely leading article in last week's issue of Tur 
Jewish CHronicte under the caption “ The Challenge to 
Zionists ”: should find not only a warm welcome but a ready 
response in all Jewish circles which accept the view held b 
the Zionist Movement itself that, in the present struggle which 
civilisation is waging against the forces of evil and tyranny, 
the Jews must take. their part as a united people, and thus 
contribute their full measure to the Allied effort and sacrifice. 

There are, however, two points which seem to need elabora- 
tion if misapprehension is to, be avoided: . 

(1) You ask, in regard to the proposal for the creation of 
a Jewish Army, whether the Zionist Movement is ready “ to 
play its full part in the evolution of Jewish destiny in a critical 
hour.” “To judge from the steps which have been taken in 
the past by the Jewish Agency for Palestine here, and by 
the Yishuv in Palestine, the answer is an unequivocal “ Yes.” 
As early as August, 1939, before the outbreak of the war, dut 
while the war-clouds were already gathering over Europe, Dr. 
Weizmann wrote to the then Prime Minister, on behalf of the 
Jewish Agency, saying that the Jews “ stand by Great Britain 
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and will fight on the side of the democracies ". that they 
would place themselves “ in matters big and small, under the 
co-ordinating direction of His Majesty's Government " ; and 
that the Jewish Agency was “ ready fo enter into immediate 
arrangements for utilising Jewish man-power, techmical ability, 
resources, etc.” Mr. Chamberlain replied on September , 
1939, that he had noted with pleasure that “ in this time o 
supreme emergency, when those things which we hold dear 
are at stake, Britain can rely on the wholehearted co-operation 
of the Jewish Agency.” ae con of both letters appeared 
in your issue of September 39. 
» ik has often been reported, in the speeches and reports of 
leading Zionists, that since that exchange of correspondence 
took place the Jewish Agency has urged His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to allow the Jews as a people to contribute towards the 
war effort. The Yishuv in Palestine early in the war gave 
the lead in opening a register of volunteers ready to place 
themselves at the disposal of the Jewish Community and of 
the British military authorities in Palestine for such services 
as might be required of them. In a comparatively short space 
of time over 136.000 men and women between the ages of 
18 and 50 responded to that call. About 5,000 Jews in Pales- 
tine joined various units of the British Army—the majority, 
it is true, in auxiliary services, but this was no choice of the 
Yishuv. More recently, 400 Jews have been enlisted in the 
fighting forces in Palestine, and form two companies in the 
British Army. The Jews in Palestine are still eagerly hoping 
for a call to further effort, and the Government has been Kept 
fully informed of their anxiety to be associated in all war 
activities of the Allies. 

(2) In speaking of unity within the Zionist ranks you express 
the wish “ that the New Zionist Organisation should be drawn 
back into the ranks of the Congress.” It is paying no mere 
lip-service to the ideals of unity to say that the doors of the 
Zionist Organisation are wide open for the return of the 
Revisionists. It must be remembered that the Revisionists 
were not driven out of the Zionist Organisation; they left 
it in 1935, to form, subsequently, the. New Zionist Organisa- 
tion, because they claimed the privilege of carrying on inde- 
pendent political work outside the control of the duly elected 
executive bodies—in other words, they claimed the minority’s 
right to veto the decisions of the majority: There is; as I 
have said, no hindrance to the return of the Revisionists to 
the Congress ranks, save such as they may themselves create. 
Once inside the movement, they would be at liberty to make 
every legitimate effort to capture the majority of the votes at 
Congress, but they would have to accept the democratic prin- 
ciple that, so long as they remain a minority, they are bound, 
like other constituent bodies, by the majority decisions of Con- 
gress, which is the supreme governing body of the Zionist 
Movement.

[lt is regrettable to note that at a time when genuine unit 
—which does not mean totalitarian uniformity—is so muc 
needed amongst Zionists, the old debating points and their con- 
sequent bitterness should still be sustained. In the present 
crisis it might have been hoped that all intelligent and sincere 
Zionists, like our correspondent, would refrain from flinging 
utterly unjustified gibes such as the allegation that the claim 
of an opposition to memorialise governments amounted to a 
claim by a minority to veto the decisions of the majority. It 
is also not the time for pontifical admonitions to the opposition 
in guestion, however loftily their policy may be despised, to 
the effect that there is no hindrance to their return save such 
as they create themselves. We gladly devote space, even in 
these exiguous days, to Mr. Arram’s letter, not only because 
of its intrinsic value but because he illustrates therein the 
insidiousness of the danger of the old ruthless partisan spirit. 
If it can slip past the conscience and experienced vigilance 
of a person of the character and ability of this correspondent, 
how much more difficult must it be to guard against in per- 
sons of lesser quality. Yet the struggle to get away from the 
Slough of Despond into which this spirit and these practices 
have led Zionism must go on. We must climb above this kind 
of thing—or succumb.—Ed., 


We have received numerous letters on this subject, from 
some of which we extract the following points: 
Bravo! THe Jewisn CHronicie, Bravo! Your ‘recent leader 
has interpreted the thoughts of many thousands of your 
readers, who are only waiting for a sign to show them thaf 
others share their private views. The whole trouble that has 
brought the Zionist Movement to its present state of anemia is 

t outworn principles which served a purpose in the last cen- 
tury are still in use. In the early days of Zionism, it may- have 

necessary that Zionists should practise a blind obedience. 

But now it must be realised that the Movement has outgrown 
its swaddling clothes, and that unquestioning obedience to the 
leaders for the time being is a grave danger to our Cause. 
An opposition within the Movement is a stark necessity and 
is actually the best protection against sabotage from without. 
Constructive criticism should be encouraged in order to kee 
the body politic of the Movement healthy. Why should it 
not be permissible to point out that. we have our own “ guilty 
men “ in power to-day, without being afraid of being accused 
of disloyalty? Great patriots and statesmen in’ the history 
of every country can be found who have outlived their use- 
fulness. A healthy opposition inside the Movement would not 
permit the blunders of leaders to be overlooked. The repeti- 
tion of blunders would be highly improbable were we other- 
wise than a company of “ yes-men.” The time has come for a 
readjustment of values and for a great political reorganisation 
if we wish to be in a position to maintain our rights at the 
Peace Conference. But the present Jaisser-faire coterie 
will never permit of such reconstruction if they can help it.—

OVER 5,000 JEWS ENLISTED 


5 Excellent Relations With Arabs 
AGENCY AND CO-OPERATION 


Over 5,000 Jews in Palestine have already enlisted in the’ 
British Army, including 400 for combatant units, Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, hea. of the Political Department of the Jewish 
Agency, told a Press conference in Tel-Aviv last week. He 
declared that relations between Jews and Arabs within the 
Army were excellent. 

Arab-Jewish relations in general were steadily improving, he 
added, revealing that the Agency's Political Department had 
undertaken steps to secure closer co-operation within the frame- 
work of general Palestine problems. 

Mr. Shertok announced that the remaining holders of Pales- 
tine immigration certificates from the last schedule were now 
en route to Palestine. Their number included a large group from 
Scandinavia. 

Palestinian Jewish women and child citizens who had been 
interned in Germany, he said, have now been released, but there 
are no reports yet of their arrival in a neutral country, 


ENGLISH SCHOOL IN TEL-AVIV 


To Study Language, Culture, and 
Institutions 


NATIONAL COMMITTEE FORMED 


A large and representative gathering attended the reception 
given by the Tel-Aviv School of English to mark the inaugura- 
tion of its new and spacious premises on Boulevard Rothschild. 
The school will serve not only for the instruction of English, 
but also as clubrooms and library. The Director of the School, 
Mr. Aaronson, intends to include in its curriculum lectures and 
social activities, and perhaps in the future, sports and outdoor 
recreations. 

Accordiag to a report issued by the Jewish Agency, a com- 
mittee, consisting of representatives of various Jewish educational! 
institutions and of a number of ad hoc nominees, has been set 
up in order to further the study of English and its culture 
among the Jewish population of Palestine. The committee has 
placed six libraries in agricultural settlements, and teachers’ 
reference libraries in Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, and has added 
considerably to the British Section of the Tel-Aviv Municipal 
Library. 

Evening courses for adults, both in towns and agricultural 
settlements, lecture courses on English literature and institu- 
tions, and a summer school for teachers of English are all part 
of the work of the committee. The Jewish Agency and Jewish 
friends in London defrayed the expenditure involved, and in 
ie 4 committee also received a small grant from the British 

ovncil. 


“ FALASTIN ” ON RAMADAN BOMBING

THE. AGED AND INFIRM 


Orthodox Ask for Jewish Atmosphere 
MOVE BY MINISTRY OF HEALTH 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


If there is one problem which, more than any other, is 
causing anxicty to those interested in the evacuation of the 
Jewish homeless, it is that of the aged and infirm. 

Their plight is pitiable. Yet, so far, the Community, with 
one or two notable exceptions, has turned a deaf ear to the 
almost frantic appeals that have been made to provide homes 
for them. 

I can now report an encouraging development. The Ministry 
of Health is shortly to announce the provision of homes .where 
these old people can live in the Orthodox atmosphere to which 


‘they have been accustomed all their lives and eat food -that 


is strictly kasher. 

I gathered this in an interview which I have had with Mrs. 
Moed, who was appointed by the Ministry of Health to look 
into the problem of the Jewish homeless. This important appoint- 
ment, which was made only last weck, shows that it is the 
intention of the Government to do something in the matter. 

Mrs. Moed has already sem in a report to the Ministry 
setting out reasons why arrangements for Orthodox Jews 
should be made, and her report, she informed me, is to receive 
immediate attention. 

At the Home at Etchingham there are now 33 old people, 
some are non-Jews. Miss Schiesinger, who is one of the Com- 
mittee of six which has been set up to administer the Home, 
has been acked by the Board of Deputies to visit such houses 
as are likely to accommodate old Jewish people, in the hope 
that the Board will get a similar grant to that which was 
given to them for the Etchingham Home. 

Miss Schlesinger tells me that the old folks at Etchingham 
have settled down nicely; that the Jews and Gentiles are getting 
on well together; and that the whole machinery is working 
smoothly. She added that the switch-over from an ordinary 
convalescent home was by no means an casy one. 

Quite a number of social workers have told me that their 
efforts on behalf of the aged are being handicapped by the 
reluctance of some to leave the district in which they have 
lived so long. But the large majority want to go and are 
impatiently waiting to leave. Yet they object to being moved 
uniess they can first be assured of living an Orthodox life in 
their new centre. 

Miss Kendall, of Toynbee Hall. also made this point clear 
to me, and said that the only Jewish family she tried to settle 
wrote to her the next day urging her to bring them back 
because they were not at home in their non-Jewish 
surroundings. 

Dr. Matlion. who is interesting himself in this aspect of 
the problem, is very disappointed at the lack of response which 
has been made-so far by Anglo-Jewry to the appeals which 
have been issued for these people. 


Some. doubt seems to have arisen as to whether the evacua- 
tion of the aged and infirm under the Government scheme 
applies only to British subjects and not to foreigners. 

I am now informed (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representa- 
tive) that it has been authoritatively stated that the scheme 
applies to everybody in the districts in which evacuation has 
been taking place. 


Twenty-two Jewish residents were buried under hundreds of 
tons of debris when a heavy bomb scored a direct hit on a 
bie building in the London area. The bomb completely demo- 
lished two blocks of the building, which is almost exclusively 
tenanted by Jews. Rescue squads, firemen, and soldiers of the 
Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps searched the ruins for sur- 
vivérs and many people were rescyed. A Jewish A.R.P. warden 
risked his life shortly after the explosion to burrow into the 
debris and bring out two wounded victims. 

When an incefdiary bomb fell in a residential district in a 
southern suburb of London a German refugee, recently 
released from internment, ran into the roadway in his night 
clothing and smothered the bomb with earth. 
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Incidentally . . . 


The many friends of Rabbi Dr. Isidore

among those bombed they were fortunately 
not in it. Not only that, but the Rabbi's 
library and MSS., among which are many 
valuable pieces, are all quite safe, I hear.

His grandmother was a sister of 
Samuel Cohen, father of Alderman Louis 
S. Cohen, of Liverpool, and of George Judah 
Cohen, a prominent communal figure in 
Sydney. He thus has cousinly attachments 
to the well-known Cohens of Liverpool and 
to Sir Samuel Cohen of Australia, besides 
families on the distaff side in London, such 
as the Mandelsons. In a city of over a 
million inhabitants, it is something of an 
honour also to his community that a Jew 
should have been appointed to Col. Hyman’s 
position,

man ts not the only Jewish name famous in 
aviation history, and one thinks too of 
Charles. Levine (another American), who 
was also one of those who flew across the 
Atlantic, and of Miss Peggy Salaman, who 
did a record trip from England to South 
Africa. 

A VOLUNTEER REJECTED! 

Although I don’t suppose ‘he makes any 
claim to flying experience, I think Mr. Philip 
Blackman, of London, the author of many 
English and Hebrew grammar and text 
books, can parallel Mr. Richman’s most 
recent experience in offering his services to 
his country but being turned down on 
account of the age-limit. So keen is Mr. 
Blackman on serving England that he has 
twice volunteered for service with the Armed 
Forces of the Crown—but has on both occa- 
sions been turned down because of his age: 
his 60th birthday is next January. Mr. 
Blackman is owe of the L.C.C. schoolmaster® 
who have been evacuated with the schools 
from London.

CELERY 


Cookep or uncooked, let celery figure 
frequently in the menu. 

Use the outside sticks and green tops in 
soups and stews, or the green tops can be 


dried in a cool oven and kept in airtight 


containers for flavouring when celery is 
not obtainable. 

As Salad. (1) Slice thinly and mix with 
an equal quafitity of diced beetroot, and 
dress with French dressing. 

(2) Mix shredded celery with an equal 
quantity of diced apple and the finely 
shredded heart of a young cabbage, sea- 
son with salt and pepper, and dress with 
salad cream or a simple French dressing. 

(3) Mix equal quantities of shredded 
celery and sliced apple, sprinkle thickly 
with chopped nuts, and dress with mayon- 
naise. Heap up in the centre of a bowl 
and surround with crisp lettuce leaves. 

(4) Mix together 2 breakfastcupfuls diced 
cooked potatoes, 1 cupful shredded celery, 
and a diced apple. Moisten with French 
dressing and garnish with green celery 


tips. 
Celery Supper Dish 
2 1 heads cele Water, int 
Slice ‘of fat . 
smoked beef Dripping or 
1 small onion margarine, 1 oz. 
2 tomatoes Cornflour, 4 teaspnfl., 
Trim off the outside sticks and tops of 
the celery, which reserve for soup. Cut 
each head of celery into four and then into 


lengths to fit an oven dish. 


Shred smoked beef finely and chop 
onion and tomatoes. Melt dripping or 
margarine and fry these gently till the

A report by Dr. Nathan Morris on the reorganisation of 
the Joint Emergency Committee in connection with the 
evacpation of children from London appeared in your last 
issue, Dr. Morris referred to the founding of hostels which 
would rescue the Jewish child from the feeling of loneli- 
ness it experiences if isolated in strange environments. The 
idea struck me as exceedingly practical. But at the end 
of the report mention was made of the fact that the scheme 
would imvolve the establishment of ten hostels for 500 
children only. What about the thousands of other children” 
Why should not a scheme of larger magnitude be evolved to 
include all the London Jewish children? It is emphasised 
in the report that the scheme is to be considered as a 
contribution to the National effort. If that is the case, why 
not appeal for a much larger amount than £25,000 and 
direct a special appeal to the rank and file of the Com- 
munity to help in that National effort by giving their 
shillings and pence? I am sure that with proper organisa- 
tion, London could be divided into 40 or 50 districts with 
honorary collectors and collecting centres in each and a 
central office to guide and.control all of them. With good 
energetic district workers, | am confident that an appeal! 
for a’ millon shillings would meet with great success. 
After all, the evacuated children come mainly from the 
rank and file of Anglo-Jewry, and théy should therefore 
consider it a bounden duty to assist in the development of 
a acheme for the benefit of their children —Mr. A. Munpy

EAST END JEWS’ MORALITY 


My attention has been called to vour editorial note on 
my “muschievous statement” which you attribute to my 
“ prejudice.” Tam no enemy of the East End Jews, among 
whom [I count some friends. They are entirely to be 


admired in their devotion to their home, their passionate . 


affecnion for their children, their generosity towards their 
kind, their sincere efforts to promote the welfare of their 
youth, and their high mora] courage. My remark to which 


you took exception meant no more than ‘this: that a 


certain standard of courtesy, respect, and delicacy towards 
the other sex has been embodied in Western social life as 
a direct consequence of its acceptance of Christ's doctrine. 
However weakened to-day, this tradition still exercises its 
influence. On the other hand, it is naturally lacking in non- 
Christian cultures, for instance, the Mohammedan. It was 
lacking in the Old Testament. Similarly, the East End 
Jew very naturally retains much of his oriental: outlook. 
What surprises me is that you should object to my remark 
that the Jew keeps his own tradition instead of living by a 
tradition alien to him. The East End Jew has great virtues 
which the Cockney lacks; equally I consider the Cockney 


‘has virtues the Jew lacks. Does this seem unfair?—Tue

We are glad to learn that Father Rochford is amongst those 
who have some Jewish friends. But surely his letter, no doubt 


composed with the kindhest feelings, in point of fact merely 


takes the calumny of which we ventured to complain. and 
extends its. application to every Jew who “ keeps his own ” 
(according to Father Rochford) “tradition.” First he asserts 
that the Jewish and Old Testament tradition is lacking in “a 
certain standard of . courtesy, respect, and delicacy towards 
the other sex ""—an assertion which if space were available 
could easily be refuted. Then he expresses surprise that Jews 
should resent the imputation of being “ lacking * in this respect. 


We are compelled, however, to remind Father Rochford that 
the “ mischievous statement” of which we complained was 
nothing so mild as an assertion that Jews were lacking in the 
chivalrous qualities he enumerates, It was the blunt allegation 
that “ the East End Jew's’’—-meaning of course the vast majority 
of East End Jews—*“ outlook on purity is recognised to be 
distinctly lower than that of his Gentile neighbour.” We very 
sincerely appreciate the generous tribute which he pays the East 
End Jew. But what surprises us, Father Rochford, is that you 
should have considered that the term “parity” used in connection 
with the relations of the sexes would convey to the average reader 
of the Carwontic Heratp nothing more than “ courtesy, respect, 
and delicacy’”—dqualities which have been known to be very 
markedly present in relationships upon which, we are sure, you 
would very heavily and very properly frown.—Epb. J.C.

H. S. Schildkraut, 
the General Secretary, it is stated that although Absa 
House has on two occasions been damaged by enemy 
action, the headquarters of the Order continue to attend 
to the needs of members for Health Insurance purposes 
and of contributors for lodge and other benefits. 

Although many brethren have evacuated, says the report, 
the administration is effectively dealing with problems created 
by war conditions. The majority of Lodges continue to func- 
tion, and a few whose officers are engaged in various branches 
of National Service, or have removed from the district, are 
being administered by the Grand Lodge. 

The Executive Council of the Order meets at regular intervals, 
and has made suitable provision for meeting increased claims 
without any deduction of funeral benefits. There have been

The Order is also doing its bit in the national effort. Over 
£600 has been paid in through the War Savings Group, a 
scheme that is being extended to provincial Lodges. Many 
members are giving voluntary service in civil defence, and the 
Women's Voluntary Service has frequently expressed its thanks 
for assistance rendered by women of the Order in first-aid, 
canteen. salvage collection, and other sections. 

itis hoped to announce shortly arrangements for the presen- 
tation of a mobile canteen to the Y.M.C.A. 

Useful assistance has been given in the evacuation of aged 
and infirm people from East London {as has been reported in 
other columns of Tue Jewisu CrHronicie) by handing over 
Shoyswell Manor. the Society's Convalescent Home in Sussex, 
to the Board of Deputies.

More Reservation Alterations 


Last week-end the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service announced still further alterations in the Schedule 
of Reserved Occupations. Among them are the following: 


From December | the age of reservation will be raised from 
30 to 35 in the following occupations: compositor (hand, 
jobbing, and all others); Linotype, Monotype, and Intertype 
operators; printing machine minder; guillotine cutter: reader: 
other workers (excluding warchouse) in printing: lithographic 
artist, designer; lithographic printer (machine minder): litho- 
graphic printer; line photographer; lithographic transferer; 
printer-<down on metal (lithographic and process engraver): 
photographic retoucher (line negative); plate-grainer: other 
lithographic copper and stcel hotogravure workers; 
other process engravers, except Admiralty chart and banknote 
copperplate printers; bookbinder; other workers (excluding 
warchouse) in bookbinding.

UNIVERSITY NEWS 


Inter-University Jewish Federation 


In a stirring appeal for renewed and intensified activity in 
University circles, which has been cireulated to every Jewish 
student in Great Britain, Mr. Raymond Goldwater, Chairman 
of the Inter-University Jewish Federation, points out that Jewish 
students bear a responsibility towards the Community, “ for, 
rightly or wrongly, we are regarded as the future leaders of 
the Jewish Community, and we must do our best to justify 
this reputation.” ; 

Recalling that the successful study circles, collections, and 
functions in aid of the Hebrew University and the organised 
representation of the Jewish point. of view at the N.U.S. Con- 


gress in March were a few indications of a new sense of. 


responsibility which seemed to have pervaded Jewish student 
life, Mr. Goldwater urges the. continuance of such activities 
despite adverse circumstances. 

The Inter-University Jewish Federation, which is a respected 
_ member of many national and international student bodies, has 
accomplished. very valuable work by means of various publica- 
tions, by dealing with anti-Semitism in the universities, and by 
preparing schemes of study circles. Its work continues only 
because of the loyal support of the affiliated societies, and 
they have been able to give this effective support only because 
they could depend on the active interest of their members. 
It is essential therefore that every Jewish student should take 
an active interest in his own society. 


A Herbert Loewe Memorial Lecture 


A meeting of the Cambridge University Jewish Society was 
held recently in the Synagogue Hall, with the President, M. 
Richardson (Emmanuel) in the chair. -It was announced that 
speakers during the term would include the Chief Rabbi, Lord 
Nathan, and Messrs. Joseph Leftwich, and J. Bakstansky.

It was agreed unanimously, 
on the suggestion of M. Levine, to hold annually a Herbert 
Loewe Memorial Lecture in memory of the late Reader in 
Rabbinics. 


Students Must Face Realities 


Professor Noah Morris, in an address which he gave recently 
to the Glasgow University Jewish Society, told them that as 
students t must cease trying to escape life and face up to 
realities, While devoting all their best efforts to the career 
had chosen, they should, as members of the Society, meet 
together to acquire a knowledge of Jewish »“airs, and thus 
train themselves to deal with Jewish problems. As Jewish 
students they had a treble responsibility, and they must remem- 
ber the old saying that “ every Jew bears the yoke of the whole 
Jewish people upon his shoulders.” :

The tax. burden is rising, an important factor, since the 
so@eties pay interest tax free.

Tributes: to his devotion to the School throughout eight years 
were paid by the Principal and the head teachers. Presenta- 
tions were made both to Dr. and Mrs. Bloom, who has rendered 
invaluable services in. the management of the kasher canteen.
